Minister of Finance Comments 
on Continued Prosperity 
of the Province. 



GIVES VERY ABLE ADDRESS 



Policy of McBride Government 
Works In Interest of the 
Entire Country. 



IN the legislature on Saturday, Hon. 
Mr. Tatlow, minister of finance, de- 
livered the budget speech, which is 
pronounced one or the ablest ever 
delivered on the floor of the assembly. 
He said: 

I bud hoped that on this occasion it 
would not be necessary for mo to again 
refer to past conditions from which we 
have so recently emerged, but tbat I 
■would be able to devote the short remarks 
I Intend to make lo the present and fu- 
ture prospects. However, I cannot allow 
the statement made a few days ago by 
•Mr. 'Wells to pass uncontradicted. That 
gentleman, speaking of the financial posi- 
tion', said, practically, that the work of 
the finance minister was now easy, "all 
plnln sailing," since the more Important; 
puhuc -works had been completed before 
this government assumed power, more par- 
ticularly the bridge over the Fraser at 
New 'Westminster. A particularly unhap- 
py example, for as you know, the recent 
Rovernment floated a loan of 3% millions 
In the year 1002, and by it reference to the 
act under which this loan was granted you 



On the other hand, there Is a correspond- 
ing Increase In expenditure which a ref- 
erence lo tlie public accounts will show 
have for •many years been move or less In 
excess of revenue, an excess which In l'i 
years preceding 1005 amounted to over 
nine million dollars, and had to bo met by 
periodical loans, the result of which Is 
that between interest, sinking fund and 
redemption, the charge for public debt 
this coining year amounts to ?782,924, of 
which, however. $272,000 goes to sinking 
j fund ami redemption of debenture, or, In 
Other words, about one-quarter of our rev- 
enue lias to be set aside to meet the stand- 
ing charges, an amount which, however, 
Is yearly decreasing as our debentures are 
redeemed, and by the end of 1007 will bo 
reduced by the payment of the loan matur- 
ing that year, and redemption of the de- 
bentures under Parliament Kulliling Equip- 
meat Act, by over $07,000. This charge 
also Includes $50,700 for Interest and sink- 
ing fund on dyking debenture under the 
act of last year, and which will lie partly 
repaid hy the charge on dyked lands.

statement of last year. 

In examining the accounts of expendi- 
ture far the last tlseal year it will be ap- 
parent that our totnl actual expenditure 
is practically the amount of our estimates, 
there being n difference of less than $14,- 
000. 

I might particularly mention the esti- 
mate of taxes under the heads of real and 
personal property, wild land and Income, 
which were estimated to .yield. $650,000, 
and actually produced $632,8011, and the 
provincial revenue tax, estimated at $160,- 
000, yielded $157,000, 

The amount of cash nt'bur credit at 
the bank- on July 1 was $525,804; of which, 
however, $170,182 was due to deposits on 
account of suitors' funds, intestate estates, 
etc.. leaving the amount belonging to the 
province, $355,621, on which the province 
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will see that the money so raised was to 
be applied: 

1st, In payment of the then existing 
overdraft, 

2nd, In payment of construction Fraser 
river bridge, 

3rd, balance to be paid Into revenue ac- 
count. 

Itut what was the actual result? On the 
commencement of the fiscal year, when 
we took office, we found $80(000 In the 
treasury which represented deposits on ac- 
count of suitors' funds and Intestates es- 
tates to the amoirnt of $152,000, or, in 
other words, we wore $72,000 behind, and 
since that have had to pay out over $556,- 
voO to complete the New Westminster 
bridge ,ln addition to nearly $200,000 on 
otner public works then under contract, 
and which were supposed to be provided 
for out of the balance of that loan. Ho 
It could hardly have been called "all plain 
sailing." .However, it Is useless referring 
to a condition of affairs, now happily 
past, so well known to the people of this 
province. 

I am glad today to be able for a second 
time to announce that we have not only 
been able to live within our Income dur- 
ing the past year, but have also been able 
to bring forward n good surplus of rev- 
enue over expenditure amounting to $268,- 
265. in considering tills surplus, the tlrst 
question thnt. naturally arises is how was 
It arrived at? And I am happy to be in 
a position to show that It was entirely 
due to the expansion of revenue due to 
improved Industrial conditions. Yon will 
remember that in framing our estimates 
for the last tlseal year, we exercised the 
greatest possible economy, so It was hard- 
ly possible to curtail the expenditure, In 
fact, the actual expenditure for the year 
was $2,tK».,l00, and the estimated expendi- 
ture, $2,(138,285, showing the small excess 
of $13,011; while, on the other band, the 
actual revenue was $2,020,401, and the es- 
timated, $2,522,070, showing an excess of 
$808,385, principally due lo timber rev- 
enue, land revenue, bind sales anil re- 
ceipts under the Chinese Restriction Act. 
The amount received under the Chinese 
Restriction Act appears practically for 
the last time. In 1001 we received $258,- 
000 under this head, In 1005. ns I said, 
8225,000, and In all we received as our 
share of the rax, $055,000; and as tills 
large source of revenue lias now disap- 
peared, it Is well for us to remember that 
such a surplus us we sbow tills year can 
hardly lie repealed for some time to come, 
and it will still be necessary Tor us to 
exercise the utmost care and economy In 
order to keep expenditure within revenue. 

As stated; the Increased revenue points 
largely to an Improvement in Industrial 
conditions, as will be seen from a com- 
parison of the last few years: 

In (he year 100O the net revenue was 
$1,944,108. 

In the year 1001 the net revenue was 
$1,605,020. 

In the year 1002 the net revenue was 
$1,8QT,025. 

In the year 100:5 the net revenue was 
$2,044,630. 

In the year 1004 the net revenue was 
$2,638,200. 

In the year 10O," the net revenue was 
$2,020,461. 

That Is a steady Increase amounting to 
$1,370,355 In the six years. 

Of tills (hero Is due to Increase in tim- 
ber royally about $300,000; land sales, 
$100,000; land revenue, $120,000; per cap- 
ita grunt, $65,000; taxation (real, persona!. 
Income and wild land), $400,000; revenue 
tax, $00,000; Chinese bead tax, $176,000. 



is drawing interest until the money Is re- 
quired. 

In the Dyking Act of last year provis- 
ion was made for an issue of debentures 
not to exceed $365,000, with which to take 
up the overdraft oa dyking account at that 
date amounting to $334,271. These deben- 
tures, which bear Interest at 3% per cent., 
are prepared and ready for Issue when 
the money Is required, but are In the 
meantime carried by the treasury. 

As tuxes and other moneys are largely 
collected towards the end of June, there' 
Is usually a good deal of money on hand ! 
in the early portion of the tlseal year. Jiy 
an arrangement with the blink we re- 
ceive 8 per cent, on our deposits over I 
$25,000, This arrangement bus been In 
force since 1st of April, 1004, and for the | 
21 months during Which It was In force 
to December :il last, we received in Inter- 
est $28,500 from the bank, Instead of, as 
formerly, having to pay tlie bank on an 
overdraft. A condition of affairs that hav- 
ing once attained, we should endeavor to 
continue.

But as the 1004 statement includes the 
$225,000 under Chinese Restriction Act. we 
can regard the statement ns satisfactory, 
showing an Increase of other revenue for 
the imlf year of over $150,000! While tlie 
estimate of expenditure Is also less for 
the? half year than In 1004, the fa. I is 
not so slgnillcnut as the proportions of 
•moneys voted If not spent In the first 
liair are usually Included In the second 
half of the year. However, from the re. 
turns made, and taking Into account the 
supplementary estimate of $88,823 asked 
for tlie current year, 1 feel safe In prophe- 
sying Unit the cud of the yenr will show 
that once more we have .succeeded In liv- 
ing within our Income. 

Ill coming to tile estimate of revenue 

and expenditure fur the tlseal year end- 
ing 30th June, 10O7, you will see the rev- 
enue Is estimated at $2,047,976, or $88,000 
more than for the present year, although 
In arriving at that amount allowance has 
been made for decreases under certain 
heads. Owing to the amendments to the 
Assessment Act, by which the personal 
property tax was reduced, the formation 
of municipalities, and also to Iho f tt ,-t that 
we find that although there is n large In- 
crease In income tax from $28,000 in 1003 
to $72,000 la 11K)5. still the estimate for 
last year was In excess, Consequently we 
have reduced under these beads:

Northern Manchuria by making 
Vladivostok the port of entry, thereby 
offsetting the loss of Daluy and Port 
Arthur, us described in an official report 
from a United States department agent 
in China. The report expresses the be- 
lief that this will redound to the develop- 
ment; of American trade and will result 
iu a great curtailment of the importance 
Of .Shanghai as a distributing point. Tlie 
extract made public tit the department 
says in part: 

"Since the conclusion of peace between 
Russia and Japan there bus been much 
.speculation iu tlie foreign community of 
Shanghai as to the future opportunity 
tor trade and development in Manchuria, 
and therefore the negotiations between 
Japan and China on the one hand and 
the diplomatic moves of Russia at 
Pckin .have 'been watched with the 
closest attention." 

The present opens a great chance in 
Vladivostok, says the report, which also 
predicts its development. 

"No one knows what Japan intends to 
do in Southern Manchuria, either in the 
way of trade or in the development in 
connection with 'her portion of the East- 
ern railway," says the report, "and thu 
new line that is to be built is to connect 
wdtli Korea. Russia, for the benefit of 
her portion of the •Chinese Eastern rail- 
way, for her own political affairs in this 
east, and perhaps for the sake of a con- 
trast, is letting everybody know •what 
her aim and ambition is. It may be 
well to point out what is the field for 
the development now being advertised by 
Russian agents." 

The report describes the country trav- 
ersed by the Chinese Eastern railway i\s 
being rich in timber, minerals and fish- 
eries, and adds: 

"Russia is now apparently, through 
this railway company (for it is not gov- 
ernment owned), attempting to establish 
a permanent foothold in Northern Man- 
churia and to alter tilings to snob, an ex- 
tent that relapse will be difficult. Evon 
While Vladivostok and Harbin were 
burning plans were hastening for tlie 
coining campaign of development. The 
scheme advertised contemplated the es- 
tablishment of a steamship service which 
would make Vladivostok the home port, 
the welcoming and tlie protection of in- 
vested eiipital tlie invitation to use tlie 
railway as the means of transportation 
to Europe for the products of China, 
and especially of tea." 

These in a general way are said to be 
the plans, anil tlie foreign agent bus been 
given a free hand to put tlieni into effect 
as far as the outside world is concerned. 

Tims it is evident the government 
and the Russian owners of this railway 
property are preparing to do a great deal 
toward making Vladivostok tlie por* of 
entry and thereby making up for the 
lo*s of Dolny and Port Arthur. The 
docks are to be enlarged, they say, go- 
downs built and cargo and lauding fa- 
cilities erected, This means competition 
witli tlie Japanese, and an interesting 
condition will result. The Japanese mer- 
chant marine have apparently recognized 
this, and their steamers are getting 
ready to enter the Vladivostok trade 

The report also argues that Vladivo- 
stok can lie made open to navigation for 
practically the entire year by moans of 
ice "breakers, and that it is tlie natural 
port for American-Manchtiriun com- 
merce. It continues: 

"Heretofore Shanghai has benefited 
largely by the Mnnchurinn carrying 
trade, but it theio is tlie outcome indi- 
cated in the foregoing, China's greatest 
port will suffer.. 

"American cargo will be landed at 
Yokohama, Kobe, Moji or Nagasaki, or 
it will go direct ; and there will lie a great 
curtailment of the cargo at Shanghai 
whicli is landed here for transhipment. 
That from Europe, via the Suez canal, 
so with less expense, will go to the north 
direct, rather than tranship. Hut all of 
this is. of course, somewhat dependent 
upon the promises being made good by 
the promoters themselves by a lack of 
political interference and Japan refrain- 
ing from taking the cream of the mar- 
ket. It is already announced that the 
Chinese Eastern railway will institute 
a isystem by which all charges at fixed 
rates can be paid in America for ship- 
ments lo any point in Maneh-nla reached 
by tlie line. 

"If tlie half of the optimistic views 
of those who talk for the Russian stand- 
point concerning .Northern Mnnchuria 
ami the Chinese Eastern railway come 
true, the world will speedily see that ns 
a mailer of fact Russia has suffered 
very little by the outcome of the war ns 
it. relates to her development projects in 
the Far East. In any event in the im- 
mediate future Northern Mnnchuria 
seems, according to the present pro- 
gramme indicated, a good field for Amer- 
ican enterprise."

Bodwoll should earlier in the day have advised his friends of the danger* 
of the course (hey were steering. He should have foreseen what was 
likely to occur. If they had been guided by ins advice ho might have 
•been naved the humiliation of pleading their cause today."

"It: may be assumed that Ontario has made out and can make out 
just as good a case statistically in support of her demands as British Co- 
lumbia has done, lint the Tory advocates of better terms to this province 
say the claims of Ontario must not he listened to at all. The demands of 
nil the other provinces must be set aside ns unreasonable; because, if there 
be a rendlitstmetit, we in British Columbia must remain in the same 
relative position ns disproportionate contributors to the federal exchequer. 
What, will the suppositions majority from Ontario say ill reply to such a 
proposition as that V What will tlie representatives from Manitoba and 
the Northwest say to the delegates from British Columbia who make 
such demand)"? If they are reminded that owing to the physical con- 
figuration of the country, the cost of administration here is very great, 
they may he met with the reply that the federal expenditures are pro- 
portionately great. It may be pointed out that the cost of tlie new trans- 
continental railway through this province will be about forty thousand 
dollars a mile more than the cost of the same work through the prairies, 
and thnt the Dominion will incur a liability of several million dollars 
for that, whereas for the Manitoba and tlie Northwest section there will 
lie no liability Whatever, and so with regard to all public undertakings.

Tlie government which excluded the Chinese and redressed every 
grievance of which wo complained will do justice to British Columbia in 
this matter also."

"Then there was another subject of interest to British Columbia. 
During the lute election the Conservatives here threw overboard their 
time-bpnored campaign orien of adequate protection aud extravagance and 
pinned their faith to 'better terms." He (the speaker) had refused to 
allow this to become a party question. The Liberals were as much con- 
cerned in getting better terms as the Conservatives, but 'he had suggest- 
ed that instead of the Dominion government giving the McBride ad- 
ministration additional subsidies to spend extravagantly, it would be bet- 
ter to have tlie Dominion {government expend tlie money in railway 
construction in this province. (Applause.) But the 'better terms' thu 
peojile of this province wanted was a change in the local administration. 
(Cheers.) What they wanted was a new government, under tlie leadership 
of Mr. J. A. Maedonald— (cheers)— a progressive and economical govern- 
ment. When this phase of 'better terms' was supplied OTHER INSTAL- 
MENTS WOULD FOLLOW, and the speaker said he was prepared to 
do his utmost to Bring this change about. IC the Liberals would stand 
shoulder to shoulder the Couservative-Socialist government would not last 
very long. (Applause.) 

"As to any readjustment of the relationship between the Dominion 
and the provinces, Senator Templemou said the interests of British Co- 
lumbia were safe in the hands of the 'solid seven' — just as safe as in 
the hands of Col. Prior and others of his party."

"In meeting what was advanced as arguments by the Conservatives 
and tbat subject (better terms), he, had made a few remarks at a banquet 
recently given in bis honor, which had offended the Conservatives and 
some McBride sympathizers. He had said that tlie first phase of 'hotter 
terms' this province wanted wan an administration under the leadership 
of Mr. J. A. Maedonald. He did sot deprecate any claims thnt Mr. Mc- 
Bride or any other person might present to Ottawa on liehalf of this 
province, and neither did he say, ns alleged by Mr. Bodwell, that so 
long as there was a Conservative government in British Columbia the 
province would not obtain better terms; but he did any that the first in- 
stalment of 'better terms- he would like to see was the return of a Lib- 
eral government in this province, under the leadership of Mr. Maedonald, 
and he repeated that observation again; and the results of the polling 
at the late Dominion elections indicated thnt in inakinj; that statement 
was but reflecting the almost unanimous opinion of the electors of Brit- 
ish Columbia out of the forty-two local seats, etc., etc. Thus, it appears, 
the better terms that the people of the province can themselves provide, 
can easily be procured."

That a 
delegation bearing a request witli reference to either of these matters 
would receive a more sympathetic reception at Ottawa if it were bended 
by lames \. Maedonald in preference to Richard McBride is quite obvi- 
ous Every Citizen of British Columbia must frankly admit the truth 
Willi regard to the mailer. The McBride government staked Us exist- 
ence upon the result of tlie elections when it took the stump with the 
•better terms' challenge in its bunds. It is quite true that it cannot be too 
widely advertised that when we get a government in British Columbia 
hnvine the confidence of the majority of the province and a working ma- 
jority in the legislature, everything else needful to oar progress and pros- 
perity will be added."

Naturally 
the members of the Provincial Rights com- 
mittee expected that the nature of the 
admissions made by the accused would 
Compel the crown officials to Issue a war- 
rant and bring the confessed rascals to 
Justice. .Moreover, tlie committee was 
short of funds, and for that reason also 
did not Institute criminal proceedings Im- 
mediately.

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LGECIRAS, March L— One of 
the delegules having a most vital 
interest in the conference on 
-Moroccan reforms said tonight 
that u settlement of the controversy be- 
tween France and Germany now ueeuied 
possible, hut he declined to make known 
the lines the arrangement would take. 
However, the trend of recent events has 
indicated that if any settlement is 
reached it would most likely be because 
France would make concessions witli rev- 
erence to the bank question, and Ger- 
many in return would adopt a lees uu-j 
compromising attitude concerning the 
police. 

Fur is, March 4. — The voting at Alge- 
•eirns Saturday on the proposition to pnw 
ceed tcMhe immediate discussion of tho 
.Moroccan police question gives great sat- 
isfaction here. Public tension was such 
over the Franco-Geiinan controversy 
that the vote was welcomed both as ;i 
success ami as showing that France was 
able to count upon the almost unbroken 
support of Euiope. Fiench officials have, 
claimed for !,oine time that if a veto 
were possible it would give France a. 
sweeping majority, it appears that yes- 
terday's divisions did not produce a re- 
corded vote, yet (he powers aligned them- 
selves with sufficient precision to amount; 
to a vote. All the French journals give, 
the division in the form of a vote, the 
eight voting in the alllrniative being 
France, Great Britain; Russia, Spain, 
Portugal, the United States, Italy ond 
Holland, and the negatives being Ger- 
many, Austria and Morocco. The of- 
ficials have ever considered Austria as 
doubtful, anil had Austria balloted in 
the affirmative tlie entire vote of Europe! 
and America would have been ranged on 
the side of France. 

The semi-official Temps seems to ac- 
cept the decision of the conference us a 
vote in favor of France's .proposals, 
ing: 

"The vote, though referring to a ques- 
tion of procedure, is valuable to us from 
more than one viewpoint. Not only have 
Great Britain, Spain, Russia and the. 
United States elearlv adhered to our 
ideal, which was foreseen, but Italy, 
Belgium, Portugal and Holland unhesi- 
tatingly recognized the loyalty of our 
proposition." 

Tlie Temps' correspondent at Alge- 
ciras, however, points out that "the vote 
•refers merely to procedure, signifying 
the desire of the conference to attain a 
result. At the same time the character 
and import of. the action' of the delegates 
with reference to procedure should not 
be minimized." 

The result also affects tlie. diplomatic 
status of the controversy. Germany 
wants to settle the bank- question before 
that of the police, but France docs not 
wish to grant concessions on tlie hank 
question until she is more sure that Ger- 
many will make a reciprocal move con- 
cerning tlie police. Therefore tlie decis- 
ion of the conference to consider tho 
police question requires that Germany 
shall say whether she is or is not pre- 
pared to change her attitude relative In 
the police. Germany's answer -will thus 
determine whether France will yield on 
the bank question.' The indications are 
tiiat if Germany refuses to give way 
on the police, Franco will not yield on 
die bank, thus accentuating the former 
deadlock by carrying, it into the open 
conference.

The public debt Is practically the same, 
the small Increase being made necessary 
•by an addition of about .$2,000 required to 
meet final payments on 1877 loan, which is 
payable In 1007. 

Civil government salaries show a nom- 
inal Increase of about $10,000, but of tills 
■SKMXX) Id for :og scalers, aud as an esti- 
mate of receipts under this head appears 
in estimate of revenue, this may be cnlled 
u cross entry. Another amount of ?li,300 
for assessors throughout the province Is 
tb enable us to appoint more assessors, 
as they become necessary, so as to carry- 
out the recommendation of the tax com- 
mission by mnklng a board of equalization; 
Already assessors have been appointed on 
Vancouver Island on the west, and the 
Kootenavs on the east, uud It is proposed 
gradually to extend the system to the 
■whole province. Apart from these items, 
the increase provides for a clerk In the 
bureau of Information, an assistant inspec- 
tor of fruit pests, and a few other small 
Items. 

Public Institutions show an Increase of 
$10,000 for Insane asylum and printing Of- 
fice; hospitals and charities, an increase of 
87,000, principally due to assistance to 
tuberculosis sanitarium of $5,000. Educa- 
tion shows a decrease of $13,758, due to the 
School Act. In considering this item, It 
must be home In mind that half of the 
present fiscal year comes under the old 
act. , 

The principal Item of increase, I am hap- 
py to say. Is that of public works, to which 
I am glad to say we are able to devote 
?2:i0,ljo more than last year, an amount 
practically equal to our surplus on the 
30th June last, thus bearing out the prom- 
ise made in the speech at the commence- 
ment of the session, of a more liberal ap- 
propriation for public works. 

The total estimate of expenditure Is 
52,837,010, to which must he added inter- 
est on railway guarantees, $50,000, an ad- 
vance under Dewdney relief and in all, 
$23,000, making a total of $2,012,018, an 
umount neaiiv $300,000 in excess of the 
estimate of expenditures for the present 
year, aud $265,000 iu excess of Hie esti- 
mate of revenue and receipts for the year 
llioo to 1007: but this deficiency, as ex- 
plained before. Is practically covered by 
the amount of the surplus at 30th .Tune 
last. Which is still Intact. 

In speaking or the excess of actual over 
estimated revenue, 1 attributed the In- 
crease to the improved condition of our in- 
dustries, notably lumbering. This appears to 
Hie due to an Increased demand for our 
lumber with the Northwest, owing to the 
fact that the trade In the United States 
lias been sufficient to absorb their owu 
production, and for the time being to re- 
lieve us of their competition In our legiti- 
mate market. But this Is a condition of 
affairs that may change at any moment, 
und makes it none the less necessary Tor 
us to press for protection of the industry. 
The various revenues derived under tills 
bead exceeded the previous year by $102,- 
000, mostly from royalty and special li- 
cense, the' numbers of which latter in- 
creased nearly 50 per cent., from 1,451 in 

1004 to 2.100 In 100.". At the present time 
there are 12(1 mills In operation la the 
province, with a dally capacity of 4,260,- 
O0O. The total cut for last year is esti- 
mated at $500,000,000, an Increase of 110,- 
000,000 over 1004, and everything points to 
u stili further increase in the near future. 
New mills are being erected, which will 
still further Increase this output, and there 
is n hope that contemplated tariff changes 
toy our neighbors to the south will give us 
O larger market for manufactured products, 
enabling us to dispose of various grades 
which have been regarded as worthless iu 
the past. In the meantime I think the 
province has every reason for congratula- 
tion on the effect of the policy of re- 
stricting the export of raw material. 

Mining conditions are also looking very 
favorable, and there is a steadily Increas- 
ing output.

The great advance made Iu the past year 

Is thi' more gratifying for the reason that 
it is not nloue due to Increased prices of 
the various metals, but also to the in- 
creased tonnage mined. Including over 
20 million lbs. lead and half a million 
lbs. copper. 

There Is one item in this connection 
worthy of special reference as pointing 
to the creation of practically a new In- 
dustry, that is, zinc, the increasing quan- 
tity of which— some 13,000 tons— devel- 
oped In connection with lead mines In the 
Kootenay country, was the mast serious 
problem confronting the mine owners. Tint 
now the mutter has been taken la band, a 
commission of the foremost men In their 
profession has reported on the question, 
which has lead to the establishment of 
plants at Knslo nnd Frank for the pur- 
pose of dealing with these ores. Hut not 
only have we to congratulate ourselves on 
the* increased production of ore, hut on 
the fact that this Increase lins lead to 
such activity In smelting. All our smelt- 
ers are now working — many have Increas- 
ed their capacity, now plants are being 
established, and we have the satisfaction 
of knowing that almost every pound of 
ore produced Is smelted or otherwise front- 
ed within the boundaries of the province. 

Dealing with my own department, of 
AGRICULTURES, 
it is silfe to say that the numbers of peo- 
ple who have come to the province In the 
•past years, and the Inquiries for laud, 
have exceeded any former years. More 
especially does this apply to Immigration 
from Manitoba nnd the Northwest, whence 
many who have shared In the general 
prosperity have crossed the mountains to 
Invest their savings and make their home 
in the milder climate of British Colum- 
bia. Almost Invariably the inquiries are 
In the direction of fruit growing— grain 
growing Is naturally discouraged, as the 
land can be put to more profitable uses 
for dairying, poultry, swine raising, etc., 
in all of which branches there is great 
opportunity for expansion, as the consump- 
tion is far in excess of the production, a 
condition which, however, is already be- 
ginning to show signs of improvement, as 
we find the Imports of agricultural products 
fur 1005 are slightly less than for 1004. 

In 1005 we Imported from foreign coun- 
tries s],S38,568; from other provinces, $4,- 
821,170, nnd paid duty. $343,008, a total of 
$7,003,040. In 1004, imports from foreign 
countries. $1,500,817, from other provinces, 
S5 008,021, a total of .$7.1119.438. Duty 
•paid, $201,020. Total, $7,401,634, showing 
an Improvement of $487,718 less seat out of 
the province than iu previous years, which 
can be attributed almost entirely to In- 
creased local production. Rut as the 
amount of produce handled or marketed 
Js over $1 2,000, 09O, and local Production 



little oror $5,000,000, it la plain there is 
still a great opening for those willing to 
engage in this industry. 

We are at the present time in negotia- 
tion with the department of agriculture 
at Ottawa, with respect to the formntiou 
•of a Live Stock Association, and the hold- 
ing of a sale for pure bred stock, and are 
in hopes we may be able to couple with it 
tho Inspection of creameries and Instruc- 
tion In dairying, the object being, firstly, 
that a superior article of uniform quality 
mny be produced at the lowest cost, in or- 
der to compete succesauflly with the Im- 
ported article, thereby keeping In the 
province the large sums now being scut out 
to purchase products which can and 
should be raised in the province; and, 
secondly, to bring owners and possible 
purchasers of live stock together, In order 
that a fair prico may be realized and anl- 
Mais of good quality and well acclimatized, 
be acquired, to the mutual benefit of all 
concerned. 

Perhaps, hewivcr. our greatest effort 
so fur has been iu horticulture, where, for 
a second time, we have to record n great 
success at the exhibition of colonial fruits 
In England. Encouraged by our success iu 

1004, we determined this year oil making 
still greater efforts. The Canadian Pacific 
railway kindly offered to carry our fruits 
over their lines free of expense, so that 
at a comparatively small m,st we were 
able to send to England a carload of llrit- 
Ish Columbia fruits, which gained for us 
uot only the gold medal and eight sliver 
ones at the show of the Royal Horticultur- 
al Society In London, but an amount of ad- 
vertising almost Invaluable in its .value 
and effect— for the real object of these ex- 
hibitions Is not so much to exploit for- 
eign markets for our fruit, as to present 
nn object lesson of our climate nnd re- 
sources. Everyone knows the Immense 
strides by this industry In the last few 
years; from the latest returns we find thnt 
the C. P. it. handled 4,237 tons of fruit in 

1005, against 3,010 tons In 1004, and 2,544 
tons in 190,1; while It is estimated that 
800,000 trees have been planted In the 
last year, In addition to 200 acres of straw- 
berries and a large acreage of small fruits. 

It has been necessary to protect those 
enjoying the industry by the passage of 
very stringent regulations against the Im- 
portation of poor or diseased stock, and 
we have been so successful up to date- 
that wn read in the London Times In an 
article on our fruit: "The insect plagues 
that work such mischief iu California have 
been excluded hitherto; this immunity 
glvcs British Columbia nn enormous ad- 
vantage, The expense and risk of insecti- 
cides are avoided." Mr. McNeil, of the 
Dominion department of agriculture, says: 
"The ono tiling that Impressed me is the 
fact, that ns far as the fruit industry is 
concerned, tho growers commence In this 
country with a clean slate." 

We are determined to use all our efforts 
to keep the slate clean, because we realize 
the loss cause! by bud or diseased stock 
is not so much the cost of planting and 
cultivation ns In the ulterior direct, when 
niter years nf waiting for a profitable re» 
turn, the planter finds himself iu a worse 
condition than when be began. After the 
exhibition In England, Mr. Palmer, who so 
successfully handled our fruit, sold por- 
tlcns by auction In different cities, nnd 
obtained such prices as would assure a 
good profit, and the verdict In London 
and Liverpool, as reported by the agent 
general, was that our growers "might al- 
ways feel continent of selling such fine 
fruit at an equal price, or even n better 
one." 

There Is every reason to believe that 
with due diligence on our part our prov- 
ince will continue successfully to invite 
the attention of those who are seeking an 
Idenl locnllty for fruit raising or small 
farming, and will at no distant dHte be- 
come the banner fruit district of Canada. 

In dairying, there Is u steady improve- 
ment, and the older methods are giving 
way before the co-operative creameries es- 
tablished under the auspices of the gov- 
ernment. Of course the Imports are still 
largely In excess of local production, but 
It is satisfactory to find that the product 
of our sixteen creameries in 1005 was dou- 
ble that of 10O2, when it amounted to 
715, S12 lbs. In 1005 these creameries pro- 
duced 1.40:1.000 His., >r about. 250,000 lbs. 
more than 1004, and distributed over $:I14,- 

000 among their patrons, or $54,000 iu ex- 
cess of 11)01. In addition It is estimated 
that there were 400,000 lbs. of private 
manufacture, increasing the total product 
to some 1,800,000 lbs., valued at $480,000. 
As to the quality. I may add that Mr. W. 
A. Wilson, who judged the dairy products 
at the Dominion exhibition, paid a high 
compliment to both their quality and uni- 
formity. 

"Since acting in the capacity of judge 
of the dairy products at the Dominion ex- 
hibition at New Westminster, 1 feel that 

1 cannot permit the opportunity to pass 
without complimenting you and the people 
of Hrltish Columbia on the quality and uni- 
formity of such n large and splendid ex- 
Ihblt. Out of 114 entries only a few of 
them scored under 00 points out of a to- 
tal for perfection of 100. The dairy as 
well as the creamery stood high In point 
of excellence, and the entire exhibit show- 
ed marks of ability on the part of the 
makers. The flavor, too, which Is chief 
among the points on which butter Is scor- 
ed, was good throughout. I can safely say 
that the exhibit was the best [ have ever 
Judged, and I am convinced thnt Its high 
and uniform quality Is largely, if not al- 
most wholly, due to education along dairy 
Hues In the course the provincial govern- 
ment has been pursuing. I feel thnt I 
cannot too strongly mention such a com- 
mendable dairy exhibit, and to me It Is 
evidence that the people of British Colum- 
bia are anxious to improve and take ad- 
vantage of the assistance the local gov- 
ernment Is so generously extending." 

In conclusion I would like to quote from 
the address of Mr. Walker, manager of the 
Hank of Commerce, as showing how we are 
viewed by an outsider in a position to 
know: 

"While tiie Northwest provinces have bad 
more attention from Eastern Canada and 
from the outside world during tho past 
year, no province in Canada has hail 
greater prosperity relatively to Its im- 
mediate possibilities than British Colum- 
bia. Tills huge province, destined prob- 
ably some day to outstrip nil others In 
wealth, with resources which require liter- 
ally millions of people for their develop- 
ment, lias at present but a handful, ns It 
were, of people. It is so rich In product/) 
of both sea and river, valley and moun- 
tain— Osh, fruit, grain, cattle, timber, coal, 
and almost nil minerals; It Is so lovely a 
country for man to live In; and It can 
eventually be so largely self-supporting be- 
cause of its possibilities In producing 
varieties of food and varieties of manu- 
factures, that no one can doubt as to the 
character of Its Industrial future. Bill the 
physical nnd financial problem of British 
Columbia is by far the most difficult of 
any of the provinces, and it seems desir- 
able that tlie oilier people of Canada should 
appreciate wdiat the British Columbians 
have to do. ' 

"This small body Is cnlled upon to make 
the Initial expenditures necessary to render 
even the earliest conditions of settlement 
possible. And these Initial expenditures 
mean roads built in one of the most dlffl- 
icult of countries, bridges across great 
rivers, etc.; Indeed, tit every point, tlie 
first outlay is most costly, especially ns 
compared with that of the prairie prov- 
inces. And when communication Is made, 
the individual again 1ms to expend unusu- 
al labor nnd moucy before he enn get any 
return. The ultimate result of such initial 
expenditure, If wisely made, is not a mat- 
ter of doubt, but the difficulties explain 
why British Columbia grows more slowly 
iu population than we all wish." 

If they believed thnt Mr. Walker's 
prophecy was true, a great responsibility 
rested upon this House to endeavor to 
realize these reasonable anticipations, to 
avoid legislation which would in any way 
check that progress or prevent the pos- 
sibilities outlined from being realized. 

"The question could not be Bummed up 
bettor." said lion. Mr. Tatlow, "than In 
Mr. Walker's address to the shareholders 
at. the annual meeting. I think it. is 
Burns who says the greatest gift is to be 
able to sec ourselves as others see us, and 
In this address we do see ourselves ns 
others see us, and if that Statement of our 
conditions Is true, surely a great respon- 
sibility rests upon the province for the 
proper handling nnd development of these 
great gifts with which Nature has endow- 
ed us, and it is for us to show that by our 
handling of these grent resources with 
which wo are blest thnt the affairs of the 
province are conducted In such a manner 
that It stands ubove reproach; that our 



financial position is bs good ob that of any- 
other country in any part of the world; 
and that by our legislation we keep clear 
of such laws as moy Inure to the benefit 
of any one particular class or any one por- 
tion of the province; in fact, only such 
legislation ns shall be for the general Inter- 
est of the whole country; that will tend 
to place the province Iu a proud position 
lu the world, u position worthy of the 
province, thnt will becomo the richest aud 
most valuable of all the provinces in the 
Dominion ol Canada," (Loud aud pro- 
longed applause.) 

•EVENING SESSION. 
The House resumed the debate on the 
Columbia i Western Subsidy Act nt 8:30 
P. m. 

Mr. J. II. Uawthornthwalte said that 
this was one of the most Important that 
had come before the House. It involved 
the sncredncss of contract, and there was 
certainly nothing that hart been so dinned 
Into the ears of the working classes as 
the importance of carrying out their agree- 
ments. It was one of the planks of his 
•party to oppose all land grunts and sub- 
sides of any kind to railways, but the 
adoption of that plank was the result of 
ignorance. Many years ago Great Britain 
acquired foreign territory und colonized It. 
Their object was to develop their colon- 
ies on English ilnes. These settlers 
found abundance of good fertile land, and 
they seized and cultivated it. Then capi- 
tal was Introduced for greater develop- 
ment A price was put on land, aud large 
tracts were granted to corporations. Set- 
tlers also by the use of a small capital 
Were able to purchase land and Imple- 
ments and work their land. These con- 
ditions no longer existed. If every acre 
of land In Canada were free today set- 
tlers could not follow this course. They 
might raise commodities, but they would 
not be able to sell them. All govern- 
ments existing today were the tools of 
corporations. This condition will continue 
as long us the capitalists control repre- 
sentation. The working men had been told 
that railways would bring them prosper- 
ity and plenty. In England and Pennsyl- 
vania, where there was a perfect network 
of railways, there was the greatest pov- 
erty and misery. The member for Delta 
had tried to make the House believe that 
lie had been opposed to the Columbia ,t 
Western railway subsidy. In 1001, when 
a bill was Introduced into the House to 
extend this grant, he supported it. Mr. 
Uawthornthwalte read from the minutes 
of the House in confirmation of this 
statement, lu section I, IU chap., 1003. In 
fnco of this fact It cannot lie denied that 
up to thnt date at any rate the subsidy 
held good. Mr. Oliver prated of Incon- 
sistency. Why, that same /year lie held 
up bis hands for no less than $5;O0O,O00 
subsidy to railways. But that same year 
he did more, when a little vote for $00 tor 
a poor janitor came up iu the House he 
Opposed it vehemently, It was all right 
as long as the OlallB railway go; its share 
of the whack. But there WHS another 
boodlirig corporation, the U. T. P., owned 
the Laurier administration body and soul. 
'Jul* corporation came to the provincial 
government for 6,000,000 acres of hind and 
were turned down fiat. He knew that the 
G. T. P. would leave no stone unturned to 
put the government out of power. There 
was n srheine on foot In which members 
Of the opposition were Involved. It was 
rumored thnt Mr. Evans was going tn re- 
sign to make room for .Mr. .'inlpli S-nllh. 
and Mr. -Smith Curtis, to Infuse the neces- 
sary new brain niattrr Into the opposi- 
tion, and Mr. Curtis lent color to the ru- 
mor by getting on the public platform and 
turning out such everlasting rot as this — 
(holding up a newspaper with Mr. Curtis' 
speech nt Vmlr). lie, tin- speaker, should 
refuse to lie Influenced by Mr. Curtis; no 
man held or controlled his political con- 
science, -dr. Curtis was now in the real 
estate business, and would no doubt like 
to see this innd on the market, 

Turning to (he question under discus- 
sion, was this n new grant, or the con- 
firmation of an old one? A grant which 
had again and again been endorsed by 
tills House. lie wanted to know what 
Mr. Macdonald meant by the C. 1'. it. 
coming before the House by clean hands. 
If the hands of the ('. V. B. were dirry, 
the hands or the G. T. T. were foul. Why 
even the Knlen Islnnd deal recoiled on 
the head of Sir Wilfrid Laurier! They 
hoped to damage tlie provincial govern- 
ment aifd the chief commissioner, foul 
bad utterly failed. The member for Ross- 
land had charged that he (Mr. Hawthorn- 
thwaitei did not represent labor, and was 
only supported by a handful of socialists. 
He knew thnt on the floor of this House 
he represented labor aud socialism both. 

The government that gave the Columbia 
& Western subsidy was a composite gov- 
ernment, but It Included many Liberals. 
The Hon. P. Carter-Cotton did not oppose 
the subsidy, in saying Hint he did the 
hon. gentleman was mistaken. Contracts 
should not be broken. The Semlln gov- 
ernment extended the grant in 1899. That 
government Included Dr. MeKechnle and 
Mr. Itnlph Smith; and "you'll bet your 
sweet life they never repealed It!" They 
handed It over to the C. I'. 11. Then they 
were defeated, nnd it fell to the lot of 
the Dunsmulr government to renew It. In 
1901 o petition was presented to the 
House asking for nn extension of time, 
and It was granted. The original subsidy 
was good for seven years from 1800. The 
grant applied to each separate section ns 
soon ns completed. Then the C. I\ It. 
tried to get two blocks of Innd to which 
they were not entitled. But the gov- 
ernment did not tell them that they were 
not entitled; on the other hand, they is- 
sued to them two crown grants, nnd the 
present member for Golden took them 
down In his little carpet bag to Montreal 
and tried to make a better deal. Later 
the House refused to endorse them, and 
tho C. r. It. had to begin again and sur- 
vey their lands. Was it hones) to try, 
now thnt the road had been built, to de- 
prive them of their well earned subsidy? 
The province may have received no bene- 
fit from the railway, still they had earn- 
ed the subsidy. The opposition were 
guilty of repudiation nnd confiscation. 
Turning to tlie opposition, he said: "Von 
are thoroughly ashamed of yourselves, and 
you look It!" The Western Federation of 
Miners positively refused to make any 
contracts because they knew that the em- 
ployers would not keep them. Why, the 
» estern Euel Company, had broken a 
contract entered Into solemnly by that 
company before the Ink was dry, and had 
discharged his hon. friend the member for 
Newcastle, in violation of the first clause 
of that agreement. Now the House was 
ttsked by the opposition to break an honor- 
able contract. The Socialist party did 
not believe In confiscation without com- 
pensation. A few days ago the country 
was thunderstruck at the somersault turn- 
ed by the member for Rosslnnd on tho la- 
bor question, when he became nn abject 
follower and supporter and admirer of the 
speaker. And why'/ Because he saw the 
treasury benches In sight. Ho licked his 
Hps at the prospect. Then he crossed the 
floor and tried the seat. That was why 
Mr. Macdonald supported him. 

There* were many working men In the 
province today who believed It would be 
n good thing to give every acre of land 
away to the railway corporations. He was 
not one; he had voted against every bonus 
brought before the House. But he was 
not In favor of breaking a sacred contract. 
If this 1)111 were defeated, if this govern- 
ment were turned out, tho very Important 
labor measures passed this session would 
never become law. They had done their 
best to defeat them In the House, and 
would never let them becomo operative. 
Thnt was a sufficient reason why he would 
vote for the bill.

thnt no one In this district knows any- 
thing ahout such n large and Influential 
family. Another name was Frieiidlyouzed, 
three of them naturally voting with the 
government, absolute fraud, as one glance 
at them will show. Nor could they he 
any tiling else, for no polls were opeuerl 
In the places named, and the officials were 
never within one hundred and fifty miles 
of them. 

To allow these men to escape the penal- 
ty of the crime they undoubtedly commit- 
ted Is causing a great deal of unfavorable 
comment. The Provincial Rights party 
hope to prosecute, and you may hear the 
result by telegraph before long. The talk 
about mere technicalities, and uo proof 
of anything save carelessness — talk start- 
ed by the Eastern Liberal papers — Is ridi- 
culous, nnd Intended simply to blind the 
people of Canada to one of the blackest 
pieces of election rascality In tlie history 
of the country. 

Prince Albert, Sask., Feb. 17. — The 
alleged theft of the constituency of 
Prince Albert district for the Liberal 
party was legalized today at the re- 
count, which took place before Justice 
Prendergast, when he declared Dr. 
Tyerman, the Liberal candidate, elect- 
ed. 

Despite the fact that returning offi- 
cers In tlie three northern polls of Pino 
Point, Bear Lake and Sand Lake ad- 
mitted that they held no election and 
were fined $200 apiece and costs, the 
150 votes in their boxes for the Liberal 
candidate were allowed by the justice. 

There is great indignation in Prince 
Albert over the decision, as not even 
the most ardent supporters of Dr.

Final Effort of Court Reactionaries 
Proves Unavailing. 

St. Petersburg, Blarcn ,'!. — The reac- 
tionary cabal at Tsarkoe .Solo headed 
by Count Ignutieff, General Trepoff, 
commandant of t ho puluee and Gen. 
Ptninff made a last ditch fight to de- 
feat tho decision of the emperor to in- 
corporate in the fundamental laws of 
the empire, the provision that hereaft- 
er no law shall he effective without the 
consent of the national assembly and the 
council of the empire. According to 
some reports their foes were not with- 
out the sympathy of the empress. When 
it became apparent that Premier Witte 
and his counsellors, avIio argued that 
only such a renunciation of the em- 
peror's power would appeace the senti- 
ment of tho country would carry the 
day. Count Ignutieff ' made a last per- 
sonal appeal to tho emperor warning 
him bluntly that on the eve of the as- 
sembling of the national assembly such 
an irrevocable step would put an end 
forever to the autocracy. 

However, Emperor Remained Firm 
and ordered a vote to bo taken and 
when the proposition was carried bis 
majesty formally confirmed the decision. 
This cabal is represented to have been 
driven to desperation by the defeat, ami 
there are sinister rumors of an attempt 
at a palace revolution. In high quar- 
ters, however, such a possibility is 
scouted. A prominent personage who 
participated in the council said today 
"No matter what the cabal might se- 
cretly desire with only the support of 
a portion of the officers of the guard 
regiments it would never dare, in such 
a cause, to attempt a coup d'etat."

CUTTING ADRIFT FROM THE EMPIRE 



A week ago last Sunday we called attention to Indications in the policy 
of the Liberal party which tend to weaken the ties between Canada and the 
Mother Country. This is not election clap-trap. It is a real danger which 
exists— a danger in the estimation of those who look to the closer Identifica- 
tion of material and political interests throughout the Empire. It Is a 
question which has often engaged the attention of the Colonist. It has 
strong convlotions on the subject. 

This is essentially a British community. The character of the people, 
the geographical and military position, the traditions which have been nur- 
tured, the terminal advantages as a point to which converge and from which 
dlvorge linos of Imperial trade and commerce, the very genius of our insti- 
tutions, material, social and political— all point in one direction, to the goal 
of a common Imperial destiny. We who live on the sea are used to look 
to the possibilities which He beyond the ocean's horizon. AVe would long 
ago have been aroused to the danger which lurks In that policy to which 
we have referred, were it not for the insidious manner in which it has been 
developed and is being developed. 

AVe assert that the trend of Laurierlsm Is towards independence as a 
goal, and with independence must come the inevitable consolidation of 
American interests on this continent. As soon as we cast the sheet anchor 
that ties us to the Empire adrift we are driven by the tide Into the harbor 
of Americanism, to take shelter, as Sir Frederick Borden in a moment of 
candor intimated, Hinder the protection of the Monroe doctrine. AA r e do not 
say that a man is necessarily disloyal to his country, who believes in inde- 
pendence; we do not say that a man lias not the' right to advocate inde- 
pendence as an ultimate destiny for this country; but the rest of the people 
have the right to know that that Is his position, and that right becomes a 
national one when the man who believes in independence happens to be the 
man who directs the policy of the nation for the time. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier is a roaster hand in the craft of statesmanship. AVe 
have never for a moment attempted to minimize the genius he possesses, 
which, in point of ability, places him alongside of the other great Canadian 
leader, Sir John A. Macdonald, though with an entirely different set of 
ideals to govern him. It is his ideals and his policy of Insidiously substi- 
tuting them in the Canadian mind in the place of those of the old leaders, 
that we have to deal with. In the hands of Sir Wilfrid Laurier such men 
as Hon. Sidney Fisher and- Sir Frederick Borden are mere puppets— clay in 
the hands of the potter. Incidentally, we may remark that Sir AA'llfrid 
never wanted Mr. Templeman in his cabinet, because he is not even good 
clay. The western man Sir AVilfrld wants, if he ever finds him, is some 
one who could mould public opinion in his way of thinking. He wants 
more than a cabinet minister with a portfolio and just enough force to draw 
a salary. He wants a man who has greater claims for recognition than 
that he has always stayed with his party, in adversity as in prosperity, even 
though it required greater fortitude for an honest man to remain with it In 
the latter than in the former condition. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier has never favored union with the Empire In any 
degree. He was opposed to confederation, and for years afterwards was 
an open advocate of Canadian independence which in Quebec today is the 
acknowledged attitude of nine-tenths of the leading politicians. Since Sir 
AVilfrld Laurier came into power he has steadily, and persistently kept that 
? idea in view. He is directing the ship of state skilfully and adroitly thither 
under a flag boasting of loyalty and friendship to Great Britain; If he lives 
a few years longer he will have her safely docked where he wants her. 

Let no one .be mistaken. There Is not a single act of Sir AVilfrld Laurier 
since his accession to power which has tended to cement closer Canadian 
and British interests. It is true that he gave Great Britain a trade prefer- 
ence; but, mark you, it was made a free gift, and unconditionally, so as to 
place Canada under no obligation or contract to continue It. Under cover 
of the kudos for loyalty this act gave him, he went on developing his real 
policy. AVith a line Italian cleverness which has characterized all his pub- 
lic acts— a Vnspicuous instance of which was his turning the Manitoba 
.school question to his advantage, while, as shown in the Northwest auton- 
omy measures, he strongly favored the principle he apparently condemned, 
but never did condemn in explicit terms— by effusive and almost grand- 
iloquent-displays of loyalty to Great Britain, he Is framing a constitution of 
Canadian independence, which means something else in the end. 

Don't let our readers misapprehend fiS. Sir AVilfrld Laurier nor the 
real nationalist party at his back do not favor annexation. Far from it. 
They are more opposed 10 it than (the Torlest of the English-speaking Tories; 
but the forces that tend in that direction, and have always tended — but 
more now than ever — if we cut our British moorings, would be beyond their 
control, like the fire In a forest or the waters in a mighty dam. 

AVe have on previous occasions indicated the mlleposts in Sir Wilfrid's 
national polled: — another than Sir John's— the events which ai$ now begin- 
ning to crowd uncomfortably upon us a bit. What are they: 

1. Sir Wilfrid's refusal to contribute to Imperial defence as other colo- 
' hies have done. Deny it who may, that was the real and absolute cause 

of the withdrawal of the British naval and other forces from Esquimau and 
Halifax. Had Canada contributed the Bmall quota asked, the maintenance 
pnd strengthening of our naval defences would have been one of the con- 
ditions of the arrangement. 

2. Under the terms of union between British Columbia and the Do- 
minion, the Ottawa authorities were to have used their ''influence" with the 
Imperial authorities to retain His Majesty's forces at Esquimau forever. 
That solemn compact has been broken. Not a finger was raised to retain 
what now represents a loss of $1,000,000 a year to A'lctorla. 

3. The dismissal of Lord Dundonakl as commander of the Canadian 
forces was the severing of the link binding the Imperial and Canadian 
systems of defence. The militia was reorganized under purely local 
control and advice. Lord Dundonakl was retained in the service Just long 
enough to enable him to develop a policy and plans of military defence for 
Canada, which Sir Frederick Borden calmly appropriated and put into effect. 

•I. The decision to develop, at great expense, a system of purely Cana- 
dian military and naval defence was in anticipation of the time when we 
y/i\l be ready for complete independence. 

5. When the result of the Alaska boundary question was announced, 
Sir AVilfrld, from his place In the House, declared In favor of Canada mak- 
ing her own treaties. The treaty-making power Is the essenco of Inde- 
pendence, and involves the responsibility of enforcing and defending them 
as well. What chance would Canada have against the United States In a 
war without the aid of Great Britain? 

C. Hon. Sidney Fisher's remarkable declaration at Montreal against a 
preferential tariff in favor of the Canadian farmer, notwithstanding that 
every farmers' association In Canada, including the Northwest, is committed 
to it by resolution. 

7. Sir Frederick Borden's still more remarkable speech at Ottawa In 
which he enunciated that Canada did not require to contribute to Imperial 
defence, as on this continent she was safe under the operations of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 

S. Sir Wilfrid's own most recent announcement or policy In Toronto of 
each part of the Empire looking after Us own interests in Us own way. 
The exact words are given elsewhere; but his most suggestive statement 
was in an address to 'varsity students in that city. 

And do not let us forget that when, Mr. Templeman in 1S91 wrote those 
burning words about the Impervious nature or the average voter's skull, 
and Ids tendency to be herded by the "vaqueros" of politics and guided by 
bunco-steerers, he had just completed a hard-fought campaign over 
the merits of unrestricted reciprocity; of which he was an ardent advocate. 
If ever a campaign should again occur in Victoria in which these or simtlar 
issues should arise— issues which affect the deeply seated sentiments of the 
community in favor of British connection — he or any other < candidate will 
find it just as diflleult to steer the average vr.ter into the rocks 1 of independ- 
ence as It was In the direction of American control In 1801; 

AVe warn the public of AMctorla, Liberal as well a-3 Conservative, of the 
tr*snd of the policy now pursued at Ottawa, and If Liberals should remain In 
power for ten years longer, this article will be quoted as evidence that not 
only was our Index finger pointed right, but that we failed In our duty in 
not sounding the alarm louder and oftcner that-

No elector should run away with the idea that Mr. Templeman has been 
opposed in tills election for the sake of opposition. On the contrary, those 
who placed Mr. Beckwlth in the field against him, did bo because they felt 
that In acknowledging the compliment to British Columbia of a portfolio 
they were condoning offences, both on the part of Mr. Tom'ploman's leader- 
ship in this province and of the Liberal government of Canada, that would 
be almost criminal to overlook. if a large element of the Liberal party in 
Victoria were in revolt against Mr. Templeman and Mr. Rilev. how could 
Conservatives as a party be expected to stomach their record? AVhy is Air. 
George Riley not In A'lctorla today helping his friend in this contest? Be- 
cause his presence in this contest would not have been tolerated by the 
dissentient Liberals. How. then, could Conservatives afford io be silent? 

Cutting out of the count everything that happened before last general 
election, which may have been said to have been absolved by the electors, 
what was the result of this absolution obtained under promise o fa railway? 
Has it not been to make matters far worse? Have not the local marauders 
on the federal treasury been emboldened to a degree of absolute shameless- 
ness. If we illustrate by metaphor. Before 1904 It was plunder under 
cover of darkness; now It is highway robbery in broad daylight. 

If bribed by a portfolio, we again absolve the local leaders by the return 
of Mr. Templeman, shall we not still further emphasize their right of spolia- 
tion of office? Shall we not as citizens accept our full share of the respon- 
sibility for a condition of affairs which we all heartily condemn? Is there 
to be no end to It? 

In order to make good strong statements like these, let us review briefly 
some of the things on account of which we huve nailed Mr. Templeman to 
the cross, where lie must remain on these particular charges. Nor will his 
election, if successful, release him. 

In the Grand Trunk Pacific, with which we have already dealt repeat- 
edly, there was a. direct and absolute revocation of nil promises and pledges. 
To blacken the original offence, he is now forswearing that there were even 
promises. Upon that fact alone Mr. Templeman Is unworthy of continued 
confidence. His word in public matters can no longer be accepted. Nothing 
from Ottawa respecting this province, In fact, is of face value unless In black 
and white, stamped with the legislative authority of parliament. Even 
that, as instanced in the disregard of the terms of union with, respect to the 
ileet at Esquimau, is not always Inviolate. Mr. Templeman does not seem 
capable of realizing the gravity of breaking faith with the people. 

Then we have the aids to navigation, which we had the positive and 
repeated assurances of Hon. Mr. Prefontaine would be provided. Repre- 
sentations after representations have gone to Ottawa, warning after warn- 
ing by loss of life on our coast has been given — all w'lthout avail. It was 
not until two or three appalling disasters, closely following each other, took 
place that wo have had any Indication of action being taken. AVe have 
promises for the future. Wo have had promises enough, II" each was a 
gold brick, to pave the streets of A'ictorin. 

The most egregious example of the system of graft now in vogue is the 
Salvor. Need we dwell on it? Ten thousand dollars a year to a private 
firm as a regard for political services, past, present and prospective — a 
subsidy for saving hulls, copper, old Iron, engines and boilers. Not a dollar 
to save lives, not even "incidentally," as the contract shows. The system 
which evolved the Salvor Is responsible for the loss of 117 lives on board the 
steamer Valencia — a system of neglect of the requirements dictated by 
humanity, and the substitution of the demands of the pocket. AVhen the 
Salvor was sent lo the scone of the wreck it was a mission of hopelessness, 
known In advance, and it prevented more effective measures being taken. 
It carried with it a terrible responsibility, because it is the logical result of 
a deal that was not consummated In political righteousness, and must be 
visited on the politicians who hatched it and permitted it and sanctioned it. 
Its grievous and disastrous consequences arc not to be attributed to Provi- 
dence, to the Evil One or to Fate, but to a certain set of politicians in V\c- 
toria— Individually and coUectvely. 

Over $-15,000 has been spent In repairs to the Quadra during the past 
few years, and since 1001 some $15,000 or more per annum, as shown by the 
auditor-general's report, Is chargeable to her. These repairs have been 
farmed out as political favors, without competition, at outrageous prices. 

Liquor permits In the Yukon have been trafficked In. Business men 
have been whipped into line by the share of the plunder which is possible 
by bowing at the shrine of Templeman. ■ 

Persistent efforts have been made to block the way to a free port in 
Victoria, because It is in the way of a distribution of a certain amount of 
patronage which the local pilotage board can control. 

The quarantine station at William Head Is a political feeding ground for 
a large section of Mr. Ralph Smith's constituency, for which see the details 
published in the auditor-general's report, It Is Infested with the paid 
protegees of the member for Nanalmo. 

Civil servants In the employ of the Dominion government are openly 
active In canvassing and working for Mr. Templeman; 

In addition to all these things, of local concern mainly, we find Mr, Tem- 
pelrnah resisting the demands of the provincial government for better terms, 
on the grounds that to secure these, the people must surrender to him and 



his party the sacred right of selecting provincial rulers according to their 
own choice, and accept the Liberal nomination of Mr. J. A. Macdonald as 
premier and leader of the legislative assembly. 

We find him, as expressed by Sir Charles Tupper, assisting in robbing 
our sister provinces of the full meed of self-government in local concerns 
which we enjoy, notwithstanding that he made the stand in 1836 against 
the principle which in 1905, under the whip of Sir AVtlfrid Laurier, he en- 
dorsed by his vote. 

Are the Conservatives to be condemned for setting aside the empty 
honor of a portfolio, rather than endorse Mr. Templeman' t; record? I

Celebration Services Yesterday 
In Christ Church Cathedral 
of Solemn Festival 

AN ATTRACTIVE PROGRAMME ARRANGED 



A Most Appropriate Address by 
the Rector, Rev. Canon 
Beanlands 



Yesterday wis the first Sunday in 
Lent. Preparation hud been made for 
the approach of the solemn feast iu the 
iorni of a .sacred cantata on the evening 
•of Quinquageauna Sunday, which was 
rendered by the choir in Obrist Church 
cathedral. After a brief introduction 
irom Canon Beanlands, warning the con- 
gregation to regard the performance not 
in the -light, cf a musical feast, but as a 
solemn meditation on the awful agony 
;ind passion of the Redeemer, the vari- 
ous phases of the days which elapsed 
Ibotween the triumphant entry into Jertt- 
ealom and the journey to the Cross, as 
depicted in Maundor's "Olivet to Oal- 
Tury," were rendered. The cathedral 
.-was crowded, and it was evident from 
the intense hush which prevailed in the 
sacred edifice throughout the perform- 
ance that , the canon's words had been 
duly observed and acted upon. Assist- 
ing the choir as soloists were Mrs-, 
auoresby, soprano; Mists Archbutt, alto; 
•Mr. E. Howard Russell, tenor, and 
.Messrs. Kent and Mox.011, basses. 

The comminution service, which is one 
•of the most Impressive features in the 
,book of common prayer, was read at 11 
a. m. on Ash Wednesday, preceded at b 
Iby the celebration of the holy commun- 
ion, while evonsong, with sermon, fol- 
lowed at 8 p. iu. . 

The habit of observing the period of 
forty days which we call Lent is one 
-that has continued from the earliest 
limos of the Christian church. Hie 
glorious feast of Easter, which no true 
iChristian fails to observe, ns provided iu 
(the service, wns to be preceded by a 
time of thought and earnest prayer, 
when the purification of the spirit should 
|be brought into control by mortification 
■of the body through fasting and subjec- 
tion of carnal desires. 

Unhappily indifference, which is so es- 
sentially a feature of modern times, has 
shown itself" never so plainly us 111 the 
celebration of this feast. 

The antiquity of Lent is plum by these 
testimonies: 

"That forty days should be observed 
before Easter, the custom of the church 
■hath confirmed."-* S. Augustine, Ep. lv. 
, "One fast in the year of forty days 
we keep at a time convenient, according 
to the tradition of the apostles. — S. 
Jerome, Ep, xxvii. 

"That we might, as far ns we are 
able,' conform to Christ's practice, and 
suffer with Hire here that we may reign 
with Him hereafter."— S. Augustine, E|>. 

As Christ's sufferings ended in an 
Easter, a resurrection, so did holy church 
think lit that our spiritual afflictions 
should end as His did at Easter. "Ihe 
feast of Lent signifies this present trou- 
blesome Hie. si mi Eahtersignifies_etcrn.il 
happiness and rest." — S. Augustine, Hip. 

^•Holy church appoints that all Chris- 
tians whatsoever should receive the holy 
communion at Easter, and therefore ap- 
points this time before to prepare them- 
selves by fasting and prayer, thus judg- 
ing themselves that they might not be 
judged of the Lord; and this after God S 
own pattern, who conimandeq the Israel- 
ites to afflict themselves and eat bitter 
herbs before ihey should eat the I'nschnl 
Lamb.— Sparrow's Rationale, A. D.

Vfter dwelling on this theme lie turned 
■jo a closer analysis of 'hymns, which he 
divided into two classes: objective ami 
Bubjective. The former included those 
hyanhs which are addressed to the 
Eternal Father ns tributes of praise and 
Iblessing. while the latter sire those 
which deal with Hie inner workings of 
the spirit of the singer. Though hymns 
Jikc Tennyson's -'Crossing the Bar" and 
(Newman's "Pence, Perfect Peace, , were 
undoubtedly gems of poetry, yet in the 
r.rencher's opinion they did not fulfill 
the ideal f unci ion of a sacred song, in 
tilt they might cither of them have 



been written by a non-Christian man. 
There was nothing in them to empha- 
size the connection of God with ruau, 
and would convey no idea of the mercy 
and love of God to an infidel. ' 

The perfect hymn combined the agony 
of the sinning soul with the relief caused 
by pardon through mercy rendered pos- 
sible by love. Such hymns ns "I Think 
AVhen I Hoar That Sweet Story of 
Old" and "Rock of Ages" and "When I 
Survey the Wondrous Cross" were the 
true ideals of liymns, which if not works 
of genius either in music or poetry, slid 
undoubtedly do a great deal to appeal 
to the real love of God, which bus, at 
any rate, existed at one time in the 
hearts of all who have been baptized into 
the mime of Christ. ■ • 



KING EDWARD IN PARIS. 

Enormous Ci-owds Choar 'His Every 
Appearance on the Streets. 

Paris March 4.— King Edward's visit 
to Paris is attracting great attention, 
enormous crowds cheering his every, 
appearance on the streets toduy. The 
cordiality of the greetings exchanged 
between the King and President Fnl- 
lierics during His Majesty's official call 
nt the ICIyseo I'nlace was much re- 
marked. The conversation between 
the two lasted half an hour.

HON. SYDNEY FISHER'S PRO- 
NOUNCEMENT. 

London, Jan. -'!). — Hon. Sydney 
Eisner's Mackenzie Club speech Is in- 
explicable here. At the Colonial Con- 
ference Mr. Fisher's colleagues asked 
for a preference for Canadian farmers. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler afterwards explicit- 
ly declared for a. Trade treaty on a 
basis of preference. A Times editorial 
says today, "the chief colonial move- 
ment of the day is the movement for 
preference yet Mr. Fisher now asserts 
that Canada wants no preference. 

"He rejoices that the preferential 
policy has not been adopted by Eng- 
land. Such flat contradictions are apt 
to make a laughing stock of Canadian 
statesmanship. Moreover Mr. Fisher 
quite wrongly diagnosed the English 
political situation. Pretty well every 
authority agrees that the election has 
not turned on preference or on a re- 
jection of a Canadian offer of Re- 
ferendum. If the one question had 
been Shall Great Britain and Canada 
adopt a mutual preference? British and 
Canadian Ministers agree the election 
would unquestionably have resulted in 
an overwhelming 'yes." Many minor 
factors of course work in a general 
election, but the mvst Important fac- 
tor in creating Liberal Labor majori- 
ties was the Taff Vale and other legal 
decisions which exposed trade union 
funds to penalties for damages arising 
out of trade union picketing, and boy- 
cotting. This spelt absolute paralysis 
of trade unionists, Unionists failed to 
enact remedial legislation. The Llber- 
als now promise it, hence the enormous 
turnover to the Liberals of the work- 
ing class vote, usually split between 
the two parties. The Liberal ministry 
which is largely dominated by railway 
interests, rich manufacturers and other 
capitalists, have now to prove their 
power to satisfy this labor demand, 
covering as it does many socialistic 
proposals." 

SIR FREDERICK BORDEN AT 
OTTAWA. 

Ottawa, Feb. 24.— Sir Frederick 
Borden put himself on record last 
night as being opposed to any con- 
tribution from Canada for the purpose 
of naval defence of the Empire. The 
occasion was the fourth university ex- 
tension lecture by Prof. Laycock of 
McGill University, his subject being 
"Naval Defence." winding up with an 
earnest appeal for Canada to bear lies- 
part in this respect. In the discussion 
which followed, Gen. Lake, Col. Irwin, 
Mr. J. G. A. Crelgbton, Mr. James 
SmelUe and others took part. Sir 
Frederick Borden said that In ap- 
proaching questions of this kind, the 
political aspect could not be over- 
looked. It met them at every 
tnreshold. It was not a question 
whether the people of Canada were 
willing to pay their fair share towards 
the maintenance of the British navy. 
It was a question whether the people 
of Canada were going to tax them- 
selves and the money to be expended 
by a committee In which Canadians 
would have no part. He did not think 
the people of Canada were prepared 
to take that step, nor did he think 
they could be charged with niggardli- 
ness because they assumed that atti- 
tude. In considering the defence of 
the Empire they could not separate 
naval defence from land defence. They 
were absolutely inseparable. Then if 
that proposition were sound, was it not 
possible by the fair understanding be- 
tween the different parts of the Em- 
pire that one portion should pay more 
attention to the army and land de- 
fence, while another part would devote 
more attention to naval defence? 
Canada for this reason was doing her 
sbnre for the defence of tho Empire by 
strengthening herself on land and by 
developing her powerful resources at 
an expenditure of millions of dollars. 

Dissenting from the view taken by 
the lecturer on the Monroe doctrine, 
Sir Frederick said that behind that 
doctrine were the guns and warships 
of tho United States and tho whole 
power of eighty million souls. Surely

At a meeting of the city council thin 
evening tho estimates for the current 
year will again come up for discussion, 
this time in the form of a by-law, the 
notice of motion of which has been post- 
ed by Aid. Goodacre, as chairman of 
the finance committee. Although the 
estimates have nil beesi passed in com- 
mittee, it is quito within the power. of 
any aldenman to suggest any alteration 
he may think desirable. 

Taking up the .proposed expendittirets 
for the year, ii is seen that the total 
estimated revenue is $512,370.23, which 
is made up of revenue from every source 
nnd includes $32,500, which is the per 
capita grant from the provincial gov- 
ernment for school purposes, and ulso 
*25,<XJi», which i« raised for school pur- 
poses by the addition of a tax of 2 mills 
on the dollar. This tax lias been in force 
for some years. 

The estimated expenditure for 'the year 
includes ?S2,038.5U for education, or 
about $7,000 more than what is raised 
by special rates. For interest and sink- 
ing fund the vote is $157,01(i.(iti. 

Next come the salaries for the mayor 
and aldermen, amounting to $5,030, The 
salaries for the employees in the city 
ball amount to $18,100, which is practi- 
cally the same as last yenr, and includes 
the. office of the treasurer, city clerk, as- 
sessor and purchasing agent's otllce, eu- 
ginecr's oflice nnd barrister and solicitor. 

The waterworks will have $35,100 in 
improvements, -while the cemetery will 
have $2,380. 

For the park the estimate is $4,240, 
which was cut down from. $4,740. 

The pound will receive $1,440. 

The police and fire department faro 
very much alike, the former having $32,- 
375 set down in the estimates and the 
latter $32,454. 

For tho maintenance of the public 
library the amount that has been set 
aside is $5,000, this having to be done 
under the conditions on which the grant 
Was received from Andrew Carnegie. 

The lighting of the streets will cost 
for the year the sum of $18,420. 

Tho maintenance of the city market 
will cost $800, while repairs to the namo 
building will amount, to $1,(370. 

The Home for tho Aged and Infirm 
will receive $4,0-12. 

Repairs to the city hall will amount 
to $1,500, which will be spent principally 
iu the police court. Repairs to the vari- 
ous municipal buildings amount to quite 
a sum, among the amount being fire 
hulk:, $0,10; isolation hospital, $1,500; 
agricultural buildings, $50O; Yates street 
pumping station, $510; furniture,. $500. 

To complete the Home for the Aged 
nnd Infirm, which is in addition to the 
amount voted lust year and also to pro- 
vide fences, the sum of $3,500 will be 
required. 

The cemetery lodge will cost $100, nnd. 
a special grant of $1,500 will be made 
for surveys. 

For painting the interior of the el°ctr\c 
light station a surm of $200 will be re- 
quired, and for streets, bridges and 
sewers the amount that lias been set 
npart is $46,330, which includes $5,000 
to complete the pnyment of the Rock 
Ray bridge contract. 

Under the head "miscellaneous _ a 
sum of $25,400 has been pet aside, which ■ 
isscludes $750 for the Victoria day celo- 
bnition; band concerts. $500; printing, 
$4,000: special advertising by the Vic- 
toria Tourist association, $4,000; legal 
expenses, $2,500, and also election ex- 
penses and a number of other necessary 
grants. 

To the bonrd of health the sum of 
$17,104 is given, which includes tho 
$5,000 for the Provincial Royal Jubileo 
hospital. 

The grand total of estimated expendi- 
tures amount to about $12.000^more than 
1hc estimated revenue: lint it Is expected 
that by careful working the council will 
be able to come within the amount be- 
fore the close of the year.

Most Gratifying and Successful Meeting of Con- 
servatives Held at the A.O.U.W. Hall 



Last Evening 
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ENCOURAGING MESSAGES FROM CONSERVATIVE LEADERS 



A Splendid Attendance of Electors, and Convin- 
cing Speeches Delivered. Every 
Sign of Success. 



The electoral campaign now so rapidly 
drawing to a close recalls in some re- 
spects the time-honored fable or the 
."Tortoise and the Hare." A week ago, 
•when the rnce started, Hon. William 
Templeman went away -with a rush, all 
the guna were fired, nil the banners 
-waved and the air was rent with a great 
snout. Up came the heavy artillery from 
the mainland, the interior and the island. 
Mr. \V. A. Galliher, M. 1'., Mr. Ralph 
Smith, M. P., Mr. William Sloan, M. P., 
and hist, but not least, Mr. It. G. Mac- 
pherson, M. P. Such a Hood of elo- 
quence was poured out that the land was 
fairly inundated, and Mr. Templeman 
and liis friends shook hands, congratulat- 
ing themselves on an eusy win. 

On the other band, Mr. Beckwith 
started much more moderately and with 
less llouiish of trumpets. His earlier 
meetin.es were for calm, judicial Argu- 
ment and the dispassionate and logical 
sotting of the issues of the campaign be- 
fore the public. This great and steady 
method of procedure has been effective 
beyond the utmost expectations of Mr. 
Beckwith and his supporters, and as a 
result the strength of the Conservative 
candidate is waxing, whilst that of tho 
liberal candidate iiw wnning. 

This was well illustrated at the meet-. 
ins held in the A. O. U. W. hall last 
night, when a crowded and enthusiastic 
audience greeted Mr. Beckwith and his 
phalanx of supporters with the warmest 
tokens of appreciation and sympathy. 
At the close of the meeting many pressed 
forward to shake hands with the popular 
candidate and to wish him success, in- 
cluding a numher of well known Lib- 
erals. The meeting was the most no- 
table one of the campaign and fitly 
paved the way of the final rally tomor- 
row evening at the Victoria theatre. 
Those on the Platform 

On the platform with the Conservative 
standard-bearer, J. L. Beckwith, were 
A. E. McPhillips, K. ('., president of the 
Liberal-Conservative association; Thom- 
as Karl, e.\-M. P.; W. U. Boss. M. P. P., 
Pernio; Leonard Tnit and Capt. Clive 
Pbillips-Wolley. Harold Kpberteon 
made a most capable chairman, and had 
for each speaker a happy introduction 
that kept the ball of enthusiasm mov- 
ing and the spirits of the audience to a 
high notch. In truth, the Conservative 
meeting last night may truly be de- 
scribed as a rote-maker for Mr. Beck- 
with. 

Mr. Robertson, in opening the meeting, 
mnde a few .brief remarks unent the mis- 1 
takes the Liberals were laboring under 
as to the true points at issue between 
the contending candidates. It appeared 
to llim that the Liberals were greatly 
mistaken if they believed it was simply 
Mr. Templenian's lack of patronage to 
Victoria. That was not the point at 
all; it was the lack of unfulfilled prom- 
ises of the "solid seven," now headed 
by the minister of inland revenue. He 
felt certain that the Times' assurances 
of future patronage would carry little 
weight with the electors, and he person- 
ally had not noticed in the past any 
great: advantage Mr. Templeman had ob- 
tained for the city. Xow, however, that 
a campaign was on Mr. Templeman 
had, anions other promises, announced 
that Victoria would have representation 
on the pilotage board; that the Ottawa 
government would take over the leper 
colony at Darcey island, and that addi- 
tional aids to navigation would lie forth- 
coming, but he hardly thought that all 
these put together would sway the mind 
of the honest voter, and could not see 
how they would materially benefit the 
city. Mr. Templeman had told the elec- 
tors that if they wished bettor terms 
tlioy must first return n Liberal gov- 
ernment to the local house. If he (Mr. 
Templeman) hud Insisted upon the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway having construc- 
tion on the Pacific coast commence sim- 
ultaneously with the Winnipeg end ffor 
it was the one thing that would firing 
population, commercial activity and ma- 
terial prosperity to the working men of 
the province) they would undoubtedly 
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have supported him, but it was the one 
thing Mr. Templeman had refused. In 
conclusion he urged the meeting not to 
'be bought over by any little patronage, 
but to think of the many things Vic- 
toria had been denied, and he felt cer- 
tain that on Tuesday next the voice of 
the people would be heard in no uncer- 
tain way in the election of Mr. IJock- 
with by a splendid majority. (Cheers.) 
An Able Address 

The chairman then introduced Mr. L. 
Tait, who opened his speech with a care- 
fully prepared and able address. The 
first thing that should have made the 
people of Canada afraid of the Laurier 
government was their going in on the 
cry of free trade, a policy that they 
never had carried out, but instead had 
followed the national policy of the Con- 
servative party. He denied that the 
people of the Northwest had got what 
they wanted in the matter of education, 
as alleged by Mr. Ralph Smith. There 
is intense disappointment over both the 
land and educational questions. He 
soundly berated Hon. William Temple- 
man and the Times for avoiding to reply 
to the breaking of promises and in mis- 
leading the people by talking nothing 
but provincial matters. 

The speaker cited the. instance of Mr. 
M.oree's recent telegram regarding the 
Grand Trunk Pacific road being com- 
pleted by l'.Jll, when every one was lead 
to believe, under the Liberal promises of 
the "solid seven," that work would have 
started last year. 

He then touched upon the question of 
better terms. The cry had gone forth 
that if the people of British Columbia 
supported a Conservative provincial ad- 
ministration better terms would not bo 
given. The Liberal government who had 
tampered with tho school and land policy 
in the Northwest would try to do so 
here. Tie appealed strongly to the young 
men of tho city to examine the vital 
questions of the day that affected the 
province, .and then vote as they think 
best, for it would be in Mr. Beckwith's 
favor. 

"Had William Templeman and the 
'solid seven' (I am using Iris own words) 
acted like men and resigned when theiT 
promises were not fulfilled, wo would 
have re-elected them," he declared. 

"It was on Mr. Drury's recommenda- 
tion that Mr. Templeman bought the 
Bee Hive saloon — which he says he 
holds in trust for the Times newspaper— - 
about which the dodger was issued, and 
it was issued by a Liberal, ton." 

Ralph Smith had given a promise in 
writing, said the speaker, that he was 
opposed to separate schools, and ho 
fancied when he went back to his con- 
stituents they would ask him some bard 
questions on the way he had voted at 
Ottawa. 

He trusted that every voter in the 
city would take the questions to heart 
and resolve that they would stand no 
more broken promises at the hands of 
the Liberals, and finished amidst hearty 
cheers and support for the election of 
Mr. Beckwith. 

The Winning Candidate 

Candidate Beckwitn was next intro- 
duced. Throughout the course of a very 
able and businesslike presentation of the 
issues of the campaign he was frequently 
interrupted by enthusiastic outbursts of 
applause. His remarks were closely fol- 
lowed and were delivered with an earn- 
estness that could not fail to carry con- 
viction.. 

In advance of his address Mr. Beck- 
with read the following telegram from 
Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper, Vancouver: 

"With you heart and soul in your 
plucky stand for principle. Acute at- 
tack of laryngitis prevents my active 
help, but cannot understand how any 
British Columbian can support a gov- 
ernment which ignores its just claim 
and robbed our sister provinces of 
their right to self-government in local 
concerns, which we enjoy." 

The reading of the telegram brought 
out intense applause from the meeting, 
as the speaker added it was only one 
more instance that went to confirm the. 
fact t lint the party was standing solid, 
notwithstanding' the miserable attempts 
of his opponents to compromise some of 
the local Conservatives. 

Continuing his address, the speaker 
said in connection with the objections 
the Times had made to his candidature 
that he had discovered that the use of 
Mr. Dewdney's private letter would act 
ns a boomerang, as It had stirred up 
some of tin? older members of the Con- 
servative party as nothing else could 
over have done. He said that the argu- 
ments used by the Liberals to secure 
names for Mr. Templenian's nomination 
among the Conservatives were solely to 
prevent Vancouver from securing a cab- 
inet minister. Throughout the campaign 
he had made his fight purely on British 
Columbia interests. He had taken up 
in the main the iniquitous deal to the 
province of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway. "How dare Mr. Templeman 
attempt to say that the neople nf HriH"h 
Columbia were satisfied on this deal?" 
he asked. 

Tho Autonomy Bill 

Ho touched on the autonomy bill of 
1004. .Wheu it came down it tvna 



thought that the new provinces would 
have a right of self-government. He 
would nsk if the autonomy bill did give 
them this right. No; the Ottawa gov- 
ernment reserved the right of the school 
question. They, in place, had granted 
subsidies to the new provinces that were 
out. of all proportions to the older prov- 
inces. The total today was $1, 125,000, 
while to British Columbia it was only 
$aoti,000. The difference was so great 
that it was nothing more or less than 
a "sop" in lien of true self-government. 
The G. T. P. Deal 

Taking up the subject which Mr. 
Templeman and the Times dread — the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway deal — the 
speaker first went over tlte history of 
the scheme in regard to the eastern prov- 
inces. Mr. Wade, for the Maritime 
province:;, had suggested the paralleling 
of the Intercolonial railway to the sea- 
board. The road from Quebec to Monc- 
ton it would cost :?2r>,000,0<i0. The mari- 
time Liberals were thus satisfied. Then 
a direct line was proposed from Quebec 
to the eastern provinces, at an expendi- 
ture of another $r>0,000,000, and Quebec 
was satisfied. Then Manitoba raised its 
voice and demanded, the entrance of the 
road to Winnipeg, instead of going north 
as originally planned, and so Manitoba 
was placated. Coming to the western 
end of the proposed line, he said the 
notice of motion that Mr. Templeman 
made for simultaneous construction at 
the Pacific coast end was withdrawn. 
Why <lid Mr. lempleman do this? he. 
asked. He trusted to cover his actions 
by bluff, and now lie had the temerity 
to say that he made no promises that 
work, would start on the eve of Mr. 
Riley's election. What has been done 
since to fulfill this obligation in the 
slightest degree? Absolutely nothing! 
The simple fact remained that the 
"solid seven" did nothing from that, date 
on, and they can't deny it, he declared. 

The reasons why he was prepared to 
go into the fight were principally because 
of the Ottawa autiiorities not dealing 
out to British Columbia fair treatment. 
(Hear, hear.) Where are the representa- 
tives wo send to Ottawa'.' What have 
thev doneV Nothing! Nothing! If Mr. 
Templeman is sent back what will Sir 
Wilfrid's attitude be? He will laughing- 
ly say that British Columbia is perfectly 
satisfied. Well, the result will be such 
a feeling of harmony that for the next 
four years Mr. Templeman will show a 
similar record in the cabinet as the pre- 
vious four years of inattention to the ie- 
mands of the Pacific west. 

He belie fed the people of \ ietorla 
would speak out emphatically on Tues- 
day (Hear.hear) and elect the Conserva- 
tive candidate (Hear, hear) and show un- 
mistakably the true worth in which they 
held the 'Ottawa authorities. If sucli 
was the case, unless the government 
lookn,] out in the future for the interests 
of the province, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
knew his representatives in British Co- 
lumbia would never again he returned 
to Ottawa. , ,, . , 

Mr. Beckwith declared that Mr. Ralph 
Smith had worked out the details of the 
specifications of the Salvor so closely 
that it allowed for no time for anyone 
else to tender, and the contract had gone 
to Messrs. Bullen Bros, unopposed. 

The speaker denied that he had said, 
as quoted in the Times, that the aids to 
navigation on this coast were criminal. 
What he had said was that "the govern- 
ment was to he held criminally respon- 
sible." , , 

Message From Leader 

Here Mr. Beckwith was handed the 
following telegram that had just come 
from his respected lender, Mr. «. It. Bor- 

"l'n sending my warmest wishes for 
your success I repeat my statement 
made during the last elect.on in 
promising a fair investigation of the 
claims of British Columbia, for better 
terms, which deserve special consid- 
eration owing to the exceptional con- 
ditions prevailing in your province. 

The reading of the Conservative lead- 
er's message brought the house to its 
feet in cheers: 

"That is the sort of stuff which gives 
ono vim in a contest of this kind, said 
the speaker. (Hear, hear, and loud 
cheers.) , ■ 

Speaking on the question of better 
terms, he pointed out that Mr. Temple- 
man had said that let the province first 
elect a Liberal administration across 
.fames Bay, and then only will the Ot- 
tawa authorities take the question up. 

He ridiculed the promises made by his 
opponent for the improvement of Vic- 
toria harbor, which, if Templeman was 
elected, would only be pigeon-holed. He 
claimed that Riley was a wire-puller, but 
according to Mr. Templenian's latest I 
promises in connection with aids to navi- 
gation, he was a "wireless— puller 
(laughter), and now at the last moment 
he heard that a wing was to be added 
to the government buildings at Ottawa 
and saddled on Victoria. (Laughter.) 

"Don't be carried away by any spe- 
cious promises on Tuesday next that will 
be unfulfilled," Mr. Beckwith urged on 
his hearers as lie resumed his seat in an 
outburst of applause.

Mr. William Boss, M. P. V. was the 
next speaker. The able member for 
Pernio made a rousing address. He de- 
clared that the success of Mr. Beck- 
with was very dear to the hearts of the 
Conservatives in the local house, who 
were following the campaign with the 
utmost interest. . . 

He took up the publication of t no let- 
ter from Sir John A'. Maedonald to 
Hon. Edgar Dewdney, which he said 
caused a shock of revulsion to all true 
Conservatives, and asked his listeners to 
contrast the action of Mr. Dewdney to 
that of Mr. Thos. Karle who had come 
out and said that the principles he 
sought for in days gone by were what 
he still contended for (hear, hear). 

He touched briefly on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway deal and th^i 
the present tariff policy of the Liberals, 
which thev had stolen from tho Conser- 
vatives and which he therefor could not 
attack, as it. was a good one. 

-Since 1002 Mr. Templeman had been 
n cabinet minister and it seemed to him 
that the minister had brought nothing 
to the city of A'ictoria— not even a life 
boat, (laughter.) 

Of the results nf the Liberal adminis- 
tration, lie said one had been the ascen- 
dency of the Catholic church in state af- 
C&irs and other that they had brought 
about the ascendency of the province of I 
Quebec in the councils of the nation. 

He hoped in conclusion that they 
would see fit and proper to return Mr. 
Beckwith on Tuesday at the head of 
the polls (cheers.)

A. B. McPhillips, the next speaker read 
the following letter from the premier:

"My Dear McPhillips: I fear I shall 
be unable to attend your meeting to- 
night, having scvernl urgent engagements 
of an official character that can hard- 
ly be postponed. However I shall do 
mv best. 

"It is hardly necessary to add bow 
pleased I am to hear of Mr. Beckwith's 
splendid campaign and the many excel- 
lent assurances that, indicate victory for 
him." 

Some Pertinent Quoations Answered 
Air. A. B. McPhillips, K, C, on open- 
ing said he wus extremely gratified to 
see such a good meeting for a Saturday . 
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night. As Mr. Templonian had chal- 
lenged the Conservatives to discuss, 
what he (Tenipleman) termed tho per- 
tinent questions of the day, the speaker 
would endeavor to reply.

Taking up the Monroe doctrine, 
Mr, .McPhillips read Sir Fred- 
erick Borden's statement on attending 
the Fourth university extension lecture 
at McGill, where in the event of war he 
sheltered Canada behind the Monroe doc- 
trine. "W.as this a dignified view to be 
taken by u responsible member of the 
crown,"' he a^ked— amidst a chorus of 
No's. "It passed comprehension that a 
minister would give voice to any suah 
views he declared. 

Mr. Lugrm had tried to defend Sir 
Borden's address, hut the speaker found 
that the Monroe doctrine really origin- 
ated with George Washington. The 
authorities say that England disagreed 
notwithstanding what Mr. Lugrin said 
of Mr. George Canning. The doctrine 
was not international law and tin; Unit- 
ed States had not bound itself by any 
compact with other nations to protect 
the continent from agression. Ho (di- 
ed President Cleveland's threat in ISO.") 
to force war on England, but Lord 
Salisbury insisted on arbitration which 
resulted in England's winning. 

"If wcever took up such a humiliat- 
ing position it would not be long be- 
fore we would indeed be actually ab- 
sorbed the speaker insisted. Are the 
Canadian people ready for this?'! no! no! 
"On Tuesday npvi 1 ask you this ques- 
tion alone to mark your ballots for Mr. 
Beckwith!" (loud cheers.) 

Touching on the policy of the Liber- 
als in 1891, he said it was to adopt the 
policy of United States and have un- 
restricted reciprocity and free trade- 
but the Liberals were defeated. In view 
of Sir Frederick Borden's statement he 
asked if the United States was not the 
goal of the Liberal party. 

The fast Atlantic service was next 
touched on.

This 
was the time to get the promise-and 
the Conservative party had brought on 
the contest to force him to make prom- | 
ises in the best interest of the pro- 
vince, (hear, hear.) 

Again the speaker quoted statistics 
showing the increase per head, of tax- 
ation since the Liberal administration 
came into power, and compared the con- j 
dition of the tariff wall between Can- | 
ada and the United States. The Lib- 
eral party's policy was against the best 
interest of the country in its failure to 
protect, the industries. Salaries were 
mounting up, pension lists swelled and 
the people had to foot the bills of the 
"money grabbers."

Reverting to an alleged poem in the 
Saturday Times, the speaker declared he 
was unfamiliar with the Jewish lan- 
guage and so did not know its purport! 
(Laughter.) The Times had said lie. 
was a "drain inspector," • but he could 
assure the editor of that paper that the 
greatest labor of Hercules was to -(dean 
out the Augean stables and therefore he 
had reason to be proud of ,ds own, 
achievements when in the service of the' 
province. (Applause.) 

He concluded with a strong appeal for 
Mr. Beckwith's support.

CARIBOO ARE FOUND 



Officers of H. M. S. Shearwater 
Find Indisputable Signs of 
the Animals. 



FOUND AT NORTHWEST CORNER ONLY 



Another Victim of Lost Valencia Is 
Washed Ashore—Revolu- 
tion in Equador. 



II. M. S. Shearwater Is returning from 
her cruise to the Queen Charlotte group. 
She reached Comos n few days ago, and 
with her coming an Interesting fact la 
learned with regard to the presence of 
caribou on the Queen Charlotte Islands. 
"A. T. II.," writing to the Colonist from 
Comox, says: "It is now certain that 
caribou exist on Graham Island. The 
Shearwater recently spent live days in Na- 
den harbor, and undoubted caribou tracks 
were found about an hour's inarch to the 
westward. A lot of open country wits dis- 
covered to the northwest, full of signs or 
both old and young, mid though no ani- 
mals were actually seen, a sued antler 
was picked up. Il seems to lie generally 
understood by the natives that the caribou 
arc only to lie found on the northwest cor- 
ner of Gl'aliam island, and this would ac- 
count for their being unknown to the set- 
tlers." 

TELLS OF REVOLUTION. 

Heartrending Scones Witnessed in 
Ecuador by Officers of the Mera. 

Steamer Mora of the Kosiuos line, which 
has reached the Sound from Hamburg via 
South American ports, brought news of 
the Ecuador revolution. While in Manta, 
Ecuador, the people on the Mera saw f>O0 
revolutionists inarched to a transport and 
loaded aboard. They were taken to Guay- 
aquil, where many of them were shot and 
the remainder sent to prison. Chief Of- 
ficer N. Von Ehren slated that th'e way in 
which the revolutionists wore treated was 
revolting. 

"They were tied together in bunches of 
four," said lie. "'Heavy rppe was used in 
place of chains. The poor devils were 
mostly bnrcfootod ami in rags. Many 
were so weak they could hardly walk. Sol- 
diers with guns Clubbed and forced them 
along. When a man fell be was beaten 
until lie arose. They had marched from 
the interior In (his condition. It was an 
extremely hot day. All we could llu was 
to lie in hammocks and pant, nut these 
poor fellows, haiencnded and barefooted, 
were compelled to march through the broil- 
ing sun. 

"We learned that scarcely any food had 
been given them and practically no water, 
it was a heart-breaking sight to see the 
women ami Children following after the 
long line of dust covered prisoners. Their 
walls were drowned in the curses of the 
soldiers a.s they were driven back from 
their fathers and husbands with the butts 
of guns. 

'•The people In Manta were panic strick- 
en. We were unable to get men to un- 
load the cargo which we had for that 
port. After lying there for two (lavs we 
had to leave and discharge the freight In 
the next port. We heard that the fight- 
ing inland had been very tierce and that 
the revolutionists were being shown no 
mercy. Krom 111" manner In which Hie 
ones we saw were treated I believe the 
statement."
